Japanese children 
can do and make things with their 
hands that are impossible to Western 
boys and girls, and nearly all of the 
Japanese, young and old, can draw 
and write with both hands at once. 

We can do the same if we had been | 
taught to do sc. In some schools 
teachers are already training children | 
to use both hands, and thus get doub- 
le service out of them for life. The 
pupil merely makes lines, at first 
straight and curved ones, using both 
hands at once. With his right hand 
he draws, perhaps curved lines par- 
allel to one another, while with his 
left hand he is drawing paralle! 
straight lines, after a while he makes 
loops and figures, and finally his left 
jhand becomes just as good a wor ker 
jas his right.
